e) [c)] joining said first and second webs having been placed upon each other in step d) 

[b) ] to each other intermittently in said one direction and in the direction orthogonal to said one 
direction, at least in said one direction; 

f} [d)] stretching said first and second webs having been jointed to each other in step e) 

[c) ] in said one direction and said direction orthogonal to said one direction, at least in said one 
direction within an elasticity limit of said second web and within a breaking extension of said 
first web; and 

g} [e)] [leaving] allowing said first and second webs having been stretched in step f} [d)] 
contract to obtain said composite sheet. 


5. (Amended) The process according to Claim 4, wherein said first and second webs are 
stretched at least 80 % in said step [d).] £l 


6. (Amended) [The] A stretchable composite sheet obtained by the process according to 
Claim 4.
